District Attorney Jerome at the contin
antion of the hearlng by which Thaw
hopas to obtain his release. Asids
from his testimony, a {wofool stack
of canvas-bound books, Inbelled “The
People ve. Horry K. Thaw"—roecords
of the murder trials—furnished all the
evidence Introduced by Mr. Jerome,
Mother's Testimony Used Against Him

Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, as she aal
in conrt, gaw Mr. Jerome Introduce
agalnst her son testimony she had
willingly glven heretofore to save hi
lite. It wans sclzed upon by the state
to prove him insape. It Included her
acconnts of his nervons temperament
as u child, materially valuable to
Thaw when he was in danger of Lhe
electric chair but now menacing to
his hope of proving himsell a sane
man. One thing anoted by the district
attorney was her statement concern
ing Harry Thaw, “that his body wa
ton puny for his hend, and bhefore and
after the measles he had 8t Vitus'
dance.”

Pr. Baker's testimony was read by
himgell from hiz Yease hook™ and de
seribed Thaw's conduct, both normal
and queer, on many occagions frow

Feb, 1, 1908, the date of his commit
ment, uuth June 25 of the present
veur,

While somie of these notes deseribe
the patient's acts ng “sllly"™ and while
the witness anld that In his belief
Thaw was irrational now, Thaw's at
torney made him admit that during the
first three months of the patlent’s stay
at Matteaswan he observed no slgns ol
paranoln.  After that Thaw, by hils
counsel’s advies, pefusod to let him
self be examined or to answer ques
tlong nsked by i(he hospital physicians

When Thaw reached Matteawan on
the day the jury acauitted him of the
murder of Stanford White on  the
ground of insnnity, almost Wi frst

slatements, according to Dr. Baker,
were “expressions of amugement over
the clever work of his lawyers and
allenists.,” He sald frankly that hig
acouittal was obtalned by exaggerat-
ing certain incidents, and putting in
testimony Jerome was unable to re
fute because he had not the facts,
“8illy and Pompous."
The witness deroribed Thaw's man

ner at most times a8 “silly” and
